150 arrests were made.

Many amusing scenes were witnessed. 
Priests leading trudging bands of peas- 
ants took to their heels when they 
found the city in the possession of

a Cariist plot. Clericals are extremely 
indignant at the government's repres- 
sive measures. 

Sefior Urguijo, the cnief organizer of 
the movement, declared today that the 
policy of the government was opposed 
by the entire Spanish people. 

“Even the Queen Mother is bitterly 
hostile to it,” he added. 

Some apprehension arose that the 
builfight would cause trouble, as there 
were many thonsands of manifestants 
in the crowd and a large number of 
them proceeded fo the arena, but it 
passed off without untoward incident. 
Official advices indicate all is quiet 
throughout the Basque provinces. All 
except a few of those arrested will be 
liberated tomorrow. |

LEGAL CONTEST. 


RAWN’S FAMI 
FIGHT FOR INSURANCE. 


HICAGO, Aug. 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Members of the Rawn 
family, disregarding the verdict 
of the Coroner's jury, which inferen- 
tially found that Ira G. Rawn, presi- 
dent of the Monon Reallroad, killed 
himself, either accidentally or with 
suicidal intent, have offered a reward 
of $5000 for apprehension of his slay- 
ers. The family and many friends stil! 
cling to the belief that Mr. Rawn was 
murdered by a burglar, whom he sur- 
prised in his home. 

_ There were many facts connected 
with the tragedy to support this claim, 
The family also, through its attorney, 
has filed with the accident insurance 
companies proof of death and claims 
for the $110,000 insurance carried by 
Rawn. 

Some of this insurance had been 
placed so long ago that the accrued 
benefits bring the total above $135,- 
0. In addition to this, he carried a 
considerable amount of straight life 
insurance, which has already been paid, 
or will be paid without protest. 

The accident companies taking ad- 
vantage of the Coroner’s verdict. 
which said the jurors were inclined to 
the belief. Mr. Rawn committed suil- 
cide, will contest the claims. 
Meanwhile, the Illinois Central Rall- 
road Company, whose attorneys charge 
Mr. Rawn with having been the head 
and front of the conspiracy by which 
that system was defrauded of $1,500- 
000 in car repair charges, will sue for 
the Rawn estate.

ELTS GETTING TOGETHER. 

And so the canny Scot has joined his voice with 
that of his Irish cousin in a demand upon the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain to give both sections of 
the kingdom home rule, 

Americans have wondered for years that this de- 
mand did not come to the surface. It would be just 
in exact line with our own federation of States if 
Great Britain were cut into four sections and each 
given home rule, 

The conditions are different in England from 
those in Wales, in Scotiand and in Ireland, and in 
each of these subdivisions of the kingdom one from 
the other. The rule of the British Parliament, so 
greatly dominated by the English members, in the 
government of Ireland, has been very onerous, and 
is still, jIt is less so in Scotland, hence the Scotch 
have more forbearing. But the leaven is work- 
ing and if the Scotch are really in earnest there is 
no reason why they should not draw the Welsh into 
their cause and in time secure local government for 
all three sections of the kingdom. . 

»It would in no respect interfere with the action of 
the imperia! Parliament sitting in Westminster. 

The United States rebelled against British rule 
nearly a century and a half ago becaufe the States 
were denied the right of representation in the Brit- 
ish Parliament. That opened the eyes of our slow 
friend, John Bull, and the colonies of the empire 
now all have thoroughgoing home rule. | 

But while there is a Parliament in Canada and 
local government in Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa, these colonies have no representation 
in the imperial Parliament. 

This demand of the Scotch for home rule would 
seem to raise the question in the minds of English 
people as well as our own: Why not enlarge the 
scope of the imperia) Parliament in the way of rep- 
resentation and admit members from Canada, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa and all the dependencies of 
England beyond seas? Why not let all these sec- 
tions of the home kingdom and all these oversea 


colonies manage their own affairs through their own 


local governments, as in the case of the various 
States of the American republic, and then haye a 
really imperial Parliament in Westminster to legis- 
late for the empire? 


ARVEY W. SCOTT, AN UPBUILDER. 
When Harvey W. Scott passed away at Bal- 
timore yesterday, one of the great lights of journal- 
ism went out. He was a great editor in every sense 
of the word: great in mental force, great in ex- 
ecutive ability, great as a writer, great in the in- 
fluence of both his pen and his personality. He 
has made the Portland Oregonian famed through- 
out the country for its breadth of vision, its origi- 
nality of thought and the power and finish of its 
editorial expression. He fought many a good fight 
against adverse odds and was, when he died, en- 
gaged in vigorous battle for principle against the 
sound and fury of passing popular clamor. 

Harvey W. Scott was a pioneer and a builder. 
For half a century he had been laboring most ef- 
fectively for the development and progress of the 
Pacific Coast. The splendid city of Portland and 
the surrounding country owe in large measure their 
proud story of advancement to the work of this de- 
voted and trenchant conductor of a great newspa- 
He saw a hamlet grow into a metropolis, saw 
cities and towns multiply im the field which he dom- 
inated. He labored without ceasing for high ideals 
and the betterment of the common lot. He mightily 
resisted innovations cither in journalism or eco- 
nomics which did not accord with his deeply-rooted 
convictions, 

His masterful and rugged character will be 
missed for long and full keenly in the walks where 
it was familiar, in the workshop which he loved, 
in the profession which he honored and which hon- 
ored him, and indeed in the ranks of the strong and 
thoughtful up and down the land. Oregon stil! has 
need of him; and although hi« voice is hushed we 
may be sure that the brave, error-piercing words 
he has spoken and writtenwill live for years to come 
and go on batiling in the service of eternal truth. 


HAT OF HONDURAS? 

Honduras, the latest scene of Centra] Ameri- 
can unrest,’is too near’ Nicaragua to be peaceful, 
being bounded on the south and southeast by that 
“volcanic” country. Its area is 46,400 square miles, 
and its population about 600,000, including forest 
tribes. The capital, Tegucigalpa, has about 15,000 
wnhabitants. American trade with Honduras in the 
past three years was:

1908 . 1,540,280 
Totals for three rs. ...$6,406,785 $ 4,985,997

The mineral resources are gold, silver, lead, cop- 
per, saltpeter, iron, coal, platinum, zinc, and anti- 
mony, chiefly, but only about 5 per cent. of the 
mines of the country ate being worked. The gold 
output is about $1,250,000 a year ' 

The forests contain ebony, mahogany, dyewoods, 
sarsaparilla, other medicinal plants, cabinet woods, 
cedar, etc. 

Agriculture is being given more attention, the 
leading product being maize. Bananas are grown 
on 50,000 acres. Wheat, rice, cocoanuts, lemons, 
oranges, tobacco, plantains (20,000 acres,) -coffee, 
sugar cane and indigo are also cultivated. The 
country is rich in cattle. 

The United States supplies about 60 per cent. of 
the imports and buys the greater bulk of the ex- 


ports. 

Native manufacturing is practically confined to 
flour, cigars, hats and candles. | | 

Roads in the country, with a few exceptions, are 
mere mule paths. The standard dollar, or silver 
peso, is worth about 40 cents American curréncy. 
In 1902 the country’s foreign debt, including unpaid 
interest, exceeded $90,000,000 gold, but on January 
1, 1903, the retiring President Sierra ignored it en- 
tirely. The matter is now being adjusted in some 
way through New York banking firms. 

Primary instruction is compulsory, gratuitous 
and secular. Freedom of worship is secured by con- 
stitutional guaranty; the government does not con- 
tribute to the support of any church. The prevail- 
ing religion is Roman Catholicism. Many good col- 
leges and special schools exist; for instance, there 
are thirteen national colleges and one private school 
tor higher education; professional schools with fac- 
vities of jurisprudence and political science and 
medicine and surgery at Tegucigalpa; the Escuela 


+-de Derecho at Comaygua; a national library with 


7500 volumes, snd an art school. The public schools 
number about 900, with some 35,000 pupils. 

The chief port on the Pacific is Amapala; other 
ports of entry are Puerto Cortez (on the Gulf of 
Honduras,) La Ceiba, Truxillo, Roatan and Ironia. 

Dense and very extensive forests of pine and 
similar woods exist at an elevation of 1800 feet. 

The chief exports are metals, fruits, cattle, cof- 
fee, hides and skins, woods, tobacco and cigars, in- 
digo, sarsaparilla, wheat and flour, rubber, salt 
and hats. 

The permanent army force consists of 87 jefes, 
226 officers and 2481 men. Two smal! steamers 
belong to the government and are used as revenue 
vessels. 

The republic has about 3500 miles of telegraph 
wire; the capital, Tegucigalpa, and some other 
towns have telephone services. 

The President and Vice-President of the repub- 
lic, nominated and elected by vote of the people, 
serve for four vears; the former is assisted by

made Paris shiver during the days of the Reign of 
Terror, was echoed once more along the boulevard;

Typhoid Vaccine. 

The new typhoid vaccine discovered by Prof. Vin- 
cent of Paris, and demonstrated by experiments 
upon animals and human beings, is prepared 
steeping typhoid bacilli in slightly salt water wi 
an admixture of ether. Animals vaccinated with 
this preparation withstood subsequent inoculation 
with typhoid germs... The experiments with human 
beings consisted of exposing typhoid bacilli tw con- 
tact with serum of the blood taken from persons 
vaccinated, In all these cases the germs lost their 


vitality. 
Throughout the t against typhoid as a pre- 
ventable disease public attention has been centered 
chiefly upon the eradication of the menace by sani- 
{ tary methods. It is obvious that if all typhoid cases 
are treated properly there will be no communication

Compares Present Conditions to 
Those of Romans in Age of Augus- 
tus Caesar, But Relies on Gospel of 
Jesus Christ to Save Us from Fate 
of Rome. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMBS.) 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—[{Exctusive 
Dispatch.}] That we are c'osely ap- 
proaching a reproduction of the age of 
extravagance ang inordinate pleasure 
in which the Romans lived just before 
their city was destroyed, is the belief 
of Cardinal Gibbons. He made thit 
plain in an interview yesterday. 
Cardinal Gibbons is spending a few 
weeks with Fati. James F. O'Hara 
of Southhampton, L. I. It was on the 
broad veranda of Father O'Hara's 
home that the Cardinal received the 
reporter. 

“Since you have taken the trouble 
to come to see me," he said “I am | 
pleased to see you. But, you see, I am 
down here for a little rest.« I woul 
rather not enter into any extensive 
discussions just at this time, but,” said 
the cardinal, “I think we are very 
closely approaching the age of extrav- 
agance and inordinate enjoyed 
by Rome just before her fall. The cry 
today is for more and more riches. 
The rich man is greedy for more. He 
seems never to have enough to satis*y 
his desire. It is the same with the 
well-to-do, The cry is the same every- 
where. 

DESIRES FOR PLEASURES. 
‘Then there is a desire for inordinate 
pleasures. We have many more cha"- 
nels of pleasures than there were in 
the days of Augustus Caesar. yet there 
is desire for new pleasures and for 
greater enjoyment. 

“T have been told that man- people 
mortgage their homes to buy automv- 
biles. If we did not have the automo- 
‘He there would not be the desire to 
mortgage the homes for this purpo-+e, 
and so each new pleasure brings its 
demand gnd its toil.” 

When the Cardinal waa asked what 
he thought would be the result of this 
condition of extravagance, he replie’: 
“I believe the gospel of Christ will 
fave the situation.
